A choir of 125 voices from the dtf 
ferent

churches sang 
the hymn, "Ye Servants of God Your 
M aster Proclaim,” and the president 
sang with them. 
Rev. Dr. Dodge made the opening 
rem arks. 
Witicism of the President. 
When President Roosevelt stepped 
to the front of the platform and be­ 
gan "Mr. Chairman.” he was inter­ 
rupted by the flashlight of a photog 
rapher. 
As the smoke blew across 
the stage he 
laughed 
and 
Bald: 
"There goes the mystery now.” re 
ferring to the mystery of the creed. 
He then made his address. 
After the cheering which followed 
the presidnt’s address had subsided 
a special hymn, written for the orca 
aion by the Rev. Dr. Henry C. Mc 
Cook, of Philadelphia, was sung. The 
moderator, Dr. Van Dyke, then arose 
and made an address in response to 
the president’s speech.

Of 
them And those which closely followed It can be said that they were better 
In promise than In performance 
and more suited to the inflated tor© of tho 
first quarter of the century than to Its close. It was an age when anniversary 
eloquence was accustomed to mennfup v* it ii wings at eagles. 
At xhe age of thirty-one h* was sent to congress. His success In the larger 
domain of statesmsnsti(|> was soon u foregone conclusion. The greatness of 
his Intellect had found it* adequate field, and to the principles which be be­ 
lieved mot* Important he devoted his energy and talent His comprehensive 
flew s embraced the welfare of the entire nation. 
At the same time he 
attempted only ttyit which was attainable. On such a practical yet broad 
ilbApff he stood for that which was national and permanent rather than sec­ 
o n a l and temporary. 
In the great debate with Hayne he made It clear to all that the nation Is 
greater than any stute and ail the states together, a proposition whose truth 
wa* subsequently established. The occasion of the second reply was dramatic 
In the Interest which attended Its delivery. The dignitaries of many nations 
and the notables of our own had assembled to listen to the great constitu­ 
tional lawyer and orator as he made what, all In all, is regarded as the great­ 
est speech of modern times. There is no room here for even an outline of its 
four hours of argument and Illustration In defense of the principles of the con. 
stltutlon. It was characterized by fairness toward his opponent, but also by 
consciousness of strength in his own position. He showed that the origin of this 
government and the source pf Its power are with the people, anticipating Lin­ 
coln's aphorism In these words, which place the originality of their first utter­ 
ance where It belongs: "It Is, sir, the People’s constitution, the people’s govern­ 
ment, made for the people, made by the people and answerable to the people.” 
The entire speech la full of profound reasoning. Ah be himself said of Samuel 
Dexter, but with deeper meaning: "Aloof from technicality and unfettered by 
artificial rule a question of constltutipna! law gave opportunity for that deep 
and clear analysis, that mighty grasp of principle, which so much distin­ 
guished his higher efforts. His very statement wa# argument; his Inference 
seemed demonstration. The earnestness of his own conviction wrought con­ 
viction In others. One was convinced because it was gratifying and delightful 
to think and feel and believe In unison with an Intellect of such evident superi­ 
ority.” This was truer of Webster because he was the greater man. The 
directness tff his purpose, the irresistible sweep of his argument, his perspicu­ 
ity and energy, his vigor of reasoning and felicity of diction, his calm state­ 
ment and forceful appeal, the power of his voice and the majesty of his pres­ 
ence combined to place him in the foremost ranks of eloquent men and crown 
bim aa the chief of American orators. 
Halls of legislation have not afforded the only opportunity for the exercise 
of oratorical gifts. 
As often as In them our great speakers I wive found In 
civic occasions an inspiration to noble aud patriotic sentiments. Such were 
the anniversaries of tbs landing of the pilgrims and of the battle of Bunker 
Hill to Webster, and the orations pronounced by bim were masterpieces of 
commemorative eloquence. These, however, were the byproduct of his ora­ 
torical genius. 


D,an wbo mad<* Ab© occasional address almost the business of his life 
was Edward Everett. First of all. he was a scholar, delivering lectures upon 
Greek literature In Cambridge and Boston after three years* residence and 
study abroad. As editor of The North American Review he did much to pro­ 
mote a sort of revival of learning period In the country. At the ago of thirty 
ne delivered before an immense audience a characteristic address upon "Cir­ 
cumstances Favorable to the Progress of Literature In America.” Contempo­ 
rary testimony to the marvelous skill and power of the orator la strong. "The

OR the first tune in our history we have claimed the 
right to annex territory which is to be subject to the 
jurisdiction of the United States and not a part of it. 
The right is asserted to hold the people of such terri­ 
tory as subjects and not citizens. 
It is not to be 
expected that Cuba will be willing to assume so abject 
a position, and it is perfectly natural that she should fear to make 
the first overtures toward annexation on the ground that she may 
be put in the inferior position now occupied by the Philippine Is­ 
lands. It seems to me, therefore, the part of wisdom for'this gov­ 
ernment to show her at this time that she has no reason for appre­ 
hensions of this sort. The course by which this may be done is per­ 
fectly simple.

economic difficulties. 1 -would make annexation the reason for these 
temporary reductions, its one purpose being to give the Cuban peo­ 
ple an opportunity for deliberation and consideration unaffected by 
pending economic distress. 
I believe that in view of the fact that we have lately entered upon 
a policy of imperial expansion .Cuba would naturally be reluctant 
to apply for annexation, fearing that her fate would be that of 
Porto Rico and tho Philippine Islands. There seems to me no ques­ 
tion that the time is opportune for extending such an invitation 
as I propose to the Cuban people. 
It does not involve anything 
like coercion or force. 
It gives them ample time for deliberation. 
It is the highest honor which tho United States could extend, and 
it is an honor which, in my opinion, would be accepted.

were forced to retreat down the rail­ 
road tracks with hoots, cat-calls and 
some flying missiles following them. 
A Hungarian woman jumped in among 
the foremen and snatching the hat 
from the head of one hurled it into

Her action almost precipitat­ 
ed trouble, and only through the de­ 
termined efforts of some of the strike 
leaders was she dragged away and 
made to keep quiet.

JIE stream of deliberative 
oratory which had been 
riving for half a century 
reached ita high water 
mark in the eloquence of 
Daniel Webster. To trace the causa* 
of bis pre-eminence ha* been the un­ 
dertaking of one biographer after 
another, with the repented admission 
that the gift of a genius for public 
speech la the best explanation of Mo 
•nrpaa*lng power*. Certainly there were few artificial ald* to hi* aucceaa. A 
farmer** boy attending the district achoo!, Exeter academy and Dartmouth col­ 
lege In those day* might have gone back to the farm without *o much learning 
or cultivation as to make him useless. On the other hand, he received more 
than the other two of the trio with whose name* bi* own is always associated, 
both o f native endowment and of acquired education. These possessions he 
began to turn to account at an early day. first in the inevitable Fourth o f July 
oration Which every town listened to once a year. Hanover, N. II., and Frye­ 
burg, Me., getting the benefit of hi* earliest efforts, such as they were. 
O f 
them and those which closely follower! it can be said that they were better 
In promise than In performance and more suited to U v iunuted tore o f tho 
first quarter of the century than to Its ojose. It was on o rc when anniversary 
eloquence was accustomed to mourn* up v* im wings as eagles. 
At the age of thirty-one th was sent to congress. Ills success In the larger 
domain of statesmanship was soon a foregone conclusion. The greatneee of 
h it Intellect had found Its adequate field, and to the principles which he be­ 
ttered mo** important he devoted his energy and talent His comprehensive 
flew* embraced the welfare of the entire nation. 
At the same time he 
attempted only that which was attainable. On such a practical yet broad 
hgsfi lie stood for that which was national and permanent rather than sec- 
nal and temporary. 
In the great debate with Hayne he made It clear to all that the nation is 
greater than any state and all tile states together, a proposition whose truth 
was subsequently established. The occasion of the second reply was dramatic 
in the Interest which attended its delivery* The dignitaries of many nations 
and the notables of our own bad assembled to listen to the great constitu­ 
tional lawyer and orator as he made what, all In all, is regarded as the great­ 
est speech of modern times. There is no room here for even an outline of lls 
four hours of argument and illustration in defense of the principles of the con. 
stltutlon. It was characterized by fairness toward his opponent, but also by 
consciousness of strength In his own position. He showed that the origin of this 
government and the source pf its power are with the people, anticipating Lin­ 
coln’s aphorism in these words, which place the originality of their first utter­ 
ance where It belongs: “It Is, sir, the people’s constitution, the people’* govern­ 
ment, made for the people, made by the people and answerable to the people.” 
The entire speech is full of profound reasoning. As he himself said of Samuel 
Dexter, but with deeper meaning: “Aloof from technicality and unfettered by 
artificial rule a question of constitutional law gave opportunity for that deep 
and clear analysis, that mighty grasp of principle, which so much distin­ 
guished his higher efforts. Ills very statement wa? argument; his inierwnce 
seemed demonstration. The earnestness of his own conviction wrought con­ 
viction lo others. One was convinced because it was gratifying and delightful 
to think and feel and believe In unison with an Intellect of snob evident superi­ 
ority.” This was truer of Webster because he was the greater man. 
The 
directness a t his purpose, the irresistible sweep of his argument, his perspicu­ 
ity and energy, his vigor of reasoning and felicity of diction, his calm state­ 
ment and forceful appeal, the power of his voice and the majesty of his pres­ 
ence combined to place him In the foremost ranks of eloquent men and crown 
him aa the chief of American orators. 
Halls of legislation have not afforded the only opportunity for the exercise 
of oratorical gifts. 
As often as In them our grout speakers lur vc found In 
civic occasions an inspiration to noble aud patriotic sentiments. Such were 
the anniversaries of the landing of the pilgrims und of the battle of Hunker 
Hill to Webster, and the orations pronounced by him were masterpieces of 
commemorative eloquence. These, however, were the byproduct of bis ora­ 
torical genius. 
The man who made the occasional address almost the business of his Ufo 
was Edward Everett. First of all, he was a scholar, delivering lectures upon 
Greek literature in Cambridge and Boston after three years’ residence and 
study abroad. As editor of The North American Review he did much to pro­ 
mote a sort of revival of learning period In the country. At the age of thirty 
he delivered before an immense audience a characteristic address upon ‘‘Cir­ 
cumstances Favorable to the Progress of Literature In America.” Contempo­ 
rary testimony to the marvelous skill and power of the orator Is strong. ‘‘The 
sympathies of the audience went with him as he painted In glowing hues tho 
political, social and literary future of our country, and at the conclusion his 
hearers were left In a state of emotion far too deep for tumultuous applause.” 
Elected to congress this very year, he became a frequent but not obtrusive 
debater and distinguished himself In diplomacy, but bis proper field was wher­ 
ever he could address an Intelligent assembly on subjects relating to the higher 
politics or a better education. He was oue of the great educators of the people 
from the platform In a time when they needed instruction In constitutional 
liberty, a people who hove been said to “present the anomaly of being political 
In their tastes and habits without having a political education.” What colleges 
now partially supply the speakers of the former time and their speeches, read 
in every school, disseminated. Boys came to know them by heart as they did 
their catechism long before they comprehended their meaning. 
A sim ilar service was performed by Everett in the direction of a literary 
style. Ile furnished a creditable example to follow In the days when imitation 
of English models was common. 
It was fortunate that a man of the best 
attainm ents could give an object lesson here aud there In composition and 
public speaking. He Inspired many men who became distinguished In the last 
generation by the purity and classic grace of such English as he constructed 
out of the wealth of his resources. 
Tile result of a lifetime of such speaking was left In,a body of occasional 
addresses which would have been creditable to any of the Hellenic ten. Chief 
among these orations must be reckoner! the eulogy upon Washington, delivered 
upon 150 occasions and earning for tile Mount Vernon fund $53,000, to which 
Everett added $10,000 more of the earnings of his pen. This production, too, 
is a tx ork of art, marking tile highest reach of eulogistic discourse and illus­ 
trating the great advance that had been made from the stilted and fantastic 
displays of tho previous centuries. 
I ii the address at the consecration of the 
national cemetery at Gettysburg heroic memories like those of Marathon 
are revived in the spirit of Perlelean eloquence. 
W ebster and Everett are the two names which stand for supreme achieve­ 
ment iii forensic and occasional oratory. 
Their attainm ents have become a 
part of the noblest of our literature, if profound aud beautiful thoughts 
Clothed in appropriate language constitute literature, lint the field is wide 
enough for other speakers, also, who, each in his way, have distinguished them ­ 
selves und contributed to tilt' volume of w hat lias been both written aud spoken. 
Rufus Choate was tile third in tile order of time. Pre-eminently an advo­ 
cate, he was, moreover, a man of letters and always a student of subjects out­ 
side his profession. On such topics he was eloquent with constructive power 
and manifold art. 
In the technicalities of disposing material for unity, of 
proportion aud harmony, of the illumination by imagery, lie showed the hand 
of a master. Had lie confined his efforts to literary, social aud political sub­ 
jects he would have been pre-eminent as an Instructor of the people from the 
platform. 
Such addresses as that on “The Eloquence of Revolutionary 
Periods’’ and similar ones growing out cf our early history are alive with 
instruction and inspiration. 
In their time they contributed to the stock of 
controlling ideas which have gone with the New Englander iuto every part of 
the land and have helped to make it what it is and to prevent its becoming 
w hat as yet it is not. 
Charles Sumner’s academic orations, as apart from his political and con­ 
gressional speeches, will always have a charm for scholarly persons who de­ 
light In observing how the sigils of classical literature can be woven iuto the 
fabric of modern discourse. It was tile habit of our scholars as far back as the 
pre revolution age and before, hut in a crude and clumsy way. Sumner con­ 
formed more nearly to an Augustan manner and as a noble Roman might 
have followed a (ir»*ek example. Opulence of learning is everywhere appar­ 
ent. He who can place ail this orator’* allusions will have had a liberal educa­ 
tion, 
History and mythology, fiction and the drama, the poets and orators of 
every country made Ids discourse a cloth of gold and gems in its barbaric 
splendor. 
Within the turning of a leaf are contributions from Plutarch and 
Livy, Homer and Dante, Virgil and the Troubadour, Hobbes and Sir Thomas 
Browne, Brecon and \ attel. 
Another turn brings up Uesiod and Anacreon, 
Herodotus and Froissart, Sisiuoudi, Montesquieu, Liutprand and Muratori, 
t ie dicta of the Christian fathers, the superstitious of medlar*! doctors., th e „ 


ASK CUBA 
TO COME IN 


By Congressman FRANCIS O. NEWLANDS of Nevada 


OR the first time in our history we have claimed the 
right to annex territory which is to be subject to the 
jurisdiction of the United States arid not a part of it. 
The right is asserted to hold the people of such terri­ 
tory as subjects and not citizens. 
It is not to be 
expected that Cuba will be willing to assume so abject 
a position, and it is perfectly natural that she should fear to make 
the first overtures toward annexation on the ground that 6he may 
be put in the inferior position now occupied by the Philippine Is­ 
lands. It seems to me, therefore, the part of wisdom for’this gov­ 
ernment to show her at this time that she has no reason for appre­ 
hensions of this sort. The courso by which this may be done is per­ 
fectly simple.

THERE SHOULD BE NOTH­

My 
idea is to give her a reduction of 25 per cent on all her products for 
one year or for two years, in order to tide over existing or probable 
economic difficulties. I would make annexation the reason for these 
temporary reductions, its one purpose being to give tho Cuban peo­ 
ple an opportunity for deliberation and consideration unaffected by 
pending economic distress. 
I believe that in view of the fact that we have lately entered upon 
a policy of imperial expansion ,Cul)a would naturally be reluctant 
to apply for annexation, fearing that her fate would be that of 
Porto Rico and tho Philippine Islands. There seems to me no ques­ 
tion that tho time is opportune for extending such an invitation 
as I propose to the Cuban people. 
It does not involve anything 
like coercion or force. 
It gives them ample time for deliberation. 
It is the highest honor which tho United States could extend, and 
it is an honor which, in my opinion, would be accepted.

Such wealth of illus­ 
tration was poured forth with lavish hand upon his addresses entitled “Tile 
True Grandeur of Nations,

A similar affluence characterizes hi* deliberative 
oratory in congress, but Its appropriate sphere was the academic occasion. 
Wendell Phillips was more severely Greek in his apparently extemporane­ 
ous lecture* than most men are in their written discourse. There was no hint 
of memorizing and no hesitation or haste iu his delivery. Conversational in 
the tones of his voice, but uever colloquial in diction, he carried his auditor* 
on the steady. Irresistible flow of his speech to conclusions against which their 
common sense rebelled when they came to themselves. In subsequent years 
they discovered that tho tide of events had drifted them to the positions to 
which he had led them as in a dream In the days When they called him hard 
names. 
But the memory of ids speech, unaccountable in its power, will 
always remain with the generation th at came under its magic spell.

Pa., 
May 
21.—Fifteen 
hundred mine 
workers at Oliphant 
yesterday morning made the first seri­ 
ous demonstration since the strike 
began 
in 
the 
Lackawanna valley. 
Their onslaught was directed against 
the Grassy Island washery of the 
D. & H. Co., in the northern part of 
the 
town. 
The 
approaches 
were 
blockaded to such an extent that Dis­ 
trict Superintendent Sarge and a num­ 
ber of foremen from the company’s 
nearby mines found it impossible to 
make their way through the lines and 
were forced to retreat down the rail­ 
road tracks with hoots, cat-calls and 
some flying missiles following them. 
A Hungarian woman jumped in among 
the foremen and snatching tile hat 
from tho 
head of one hurled it into 
a muddy 
pool, yelling wildly as she 
did so. 
Her action almost precipitat­ 
ed trouble, and only through the de­ 
termined efforts of some of the strike 
loaders was she dragged away and 
made to keep quiet. 
While this dem­ 
onstration was 
going on six armed 
deputies, who had come up from tho 
washery, 
were warned not 
to 
ap­ 
proach too near and warned that they 
had better go back to the washery. 
As no company official was present to 
direct their movements they acted on 
the suggestion and retreated to the 
washery. 
Superintendent Sarge and his fore­ 
men came to Scranton and consulted 
with Superintendent Rose. 
The com­ 
pany officials say they are determ in­ 
ed to operate the washery and the 
Oliphant strikers say they are just 
as determined that it shall not be op­ 
erated.

Chicago, May 21.—The temporary 
injunction asked for by the govern­ 
ment against the members of the so­ 
called packers’ combine is now in 
force. 
It was issued last evening by 
Judgd Peter S. Grosscup, after the 
close of arguments in the 
United 
States circuit court room. The Order 
gives the relief prayed for ip the bill 
filed by District Attorney Bethea on 
May IO. 
It is so wide in Rb scope 
that if the packers or their agents 
continue with their present alleged 
uniform arrangements they will be 
taken into court on 
contempt pro­ 
ceedings and the burden of proof will 
be on them to show that they have 
not violated the order in any partic­ 
ular. 
Little opposition 
was raised 
against 
the 
government's petition. 
Attorney John S. Miller, who was the 
sole representative 
of 
the packers 
present, pointed out some objection­ 
able clauses in the draft of an order 
presented by Mr. Bethea. These con­ 
cerned the alleged agreements 
for 
credit, 
blacklisting 
and 
cartage. 
Judge Grosscup thought some of these 
minor clauses had 
been made too 
prominent, and he himself 
drew a 
form of order that pleased both sides. 
At the same time the order was en­ 
tered numerous affidavits and other 
exhibits w’ere filed for the govern­ 
ment.

W ILL PREACH TO ST U D EN TS 


R ev. D r. H eb er N ew ton Cora to Le­ 
la n d Stanford U n iv ersity . 
Rev. Dr. R. Heber Newton, for over 
three decades one of New York’s most 
noted pulpit orators, is to give up bis 
New York pastorate and become spe­ 
cial preacher to the students at Leland 
Stanford university. San Francisco. 
Since ISflD Dr. Newton has tyeen pastor 
of All Souls’ Protestant Episcopal 
chnrcb. New York. His congregation 
Is large and fashionable and numbers 
many leaders in the world of fashion, 
roimnerce and the professions. 
Dr. Newton is widely known as a 
profound scholar and na able writer on 
ecclesiastical subjects. His father was 
a shining light In the Episcopal church. 
Dr. Newton’s pulpit utterances for the 
past fifteen yea s have been so liberal 
os to keep bim elmost constantly in the 
imblic eye. 
In 1886 a series of very radical ser­ 
mons on the Bible created so much ad*

Terse comment from ministers of his 
own sect that an organized effort was 
made to bring him to trial for heresy. 
Charges were laid before the bishop, 
but there was no trial, although the 
doctor was asked to withdraw the ob­ 
jectionable sermons. He afterward had 
them printed in book form. Dr. New­ 
ton’s subsequent course has been one 
of steadily increasing departure from 
recognized orthodox ideals. 
Recently Dr. Newton has made pub­ 
lic utterances on the subject of spiritu­ 
alism that have not met the entire ap­ 
proval of the Episcopal church, but it 
is said this incident bas not in any way 
directly or remotely influenced bis de­ 
cision to leave the field in which he has 
so long labored. 
Dr. Newton was born in Philadelphia 
in' 1840 and prepared for the ministry 
in the Episcopal Divinity school of that 
city. He was ordained deacon in 1860 
and priest in 1860. For a short time he 
was in charge of Trinity church, Sha 
ron Springs, N. Y. Thence he went to 
Philadelphia to become rector of S t 
Paul’s church and in 1809 was called to 
All Souls’ church. New York. 
Dr. Newton is probably the most pol­ 
ished pulpit orator in New York city 
He is forcible and eloquent, and bis 
style of diction is especially impressive. 
Fie is six feet in height of athletic, 
massive build, and in the long, flaring 
white robe that he canonically wears 
presents a most striking and pictur­ 
esque figure.

Chicago, May 21.-—‘The temporary 
injunction asked for by the govern 
ment against the members of the so 
called packers’ combine is now in 
force. 
It was issued last evening by 
Judge Peter S. Grosscup, after the 
close of argum ents in the 
United 
States circuit court room. 
The order 
gives the relief prayed for in the bill 
filed by District Attorney Bethea on 
May IO. 
It is so wide in i*s scope 
that if the packers or their agents 
continue with their present alleged 
uniform arrangem ents they will be 
taken into court on 
contempt pro­ 
ceedings and the burden of proof will 
be on them to show that they have 
not violated the order in any panic 
ular. 
Little opposition 
was raised 
against 
the 
government's petition 
Attorney John S. Miller, who was the 
sole representative 
of 
the packers 
present, pointed out some objection 
able clauses in the draft of an order 
presented by Mr. Bethea. These con 
cerned the alleged agreements 
for 
credit, 
blacklisting 
and 
cartage. 
Judge Grosscup thought some of these 
minor clauses had 
been made too 
prominent, and he himself 
drew 
form of order that pleased both sides 
At the same time the order was en 
tered numerous affidavits and other 
exhibits were flied for the govern 
ment.

WILL PREACH TO STUDENTS 


Rev. Dr. H eber N ewton Goes to Le* 
la n d S tanford I i t l i r r i l t r . 
Rev. Dr. R. Heber Newton, for over 
three decades one of New York’s most 
noted pulpit orators, Is to give up bis 
New York pastorate and become spe­ 
cial preacher to the students at Leland 
Stanford university, San 
Francisco. 
Since 1S69 Dr. Newton has boon pastor 
®f 
All 
Souls’ 
Protestant 
Episcopal 
church, New York. His congregation 
Is large and fashionable aud numbers 
many leaders in the world of Cushion, 
rom merce and the professions. 
Dr. Newton is widely known as a 
profound scholar and an able w riter on 
ecclesiastical subjects. His father was 
a shining light in the Episcopal church. 
Dr. Newton's pulpit utterances for the 
past fifteen yea s have been so liberal 
as to keep him cimost constantly in the 
public eye. 
In 1886 a series of very radical ser­ 
mons on the Bible created so much ad-

verse comment from ministers of his 
own sect that an organized effort was 
made to bring him to trial for heresy. 
Charges were laid before the bishop, 
but there was no trial, although the 
doctor was asked to withdraw the ob­ 
jectionable sermons. He afterw ard had 
them printed in book form. Dr. New­ 
ton’s subsequent course has been one 
of steadily increasing departure from 
recognized orthodox ideals. 
Recently Dr. Newton has made pub- 
Lie utterances on the subject of spiritu­ 
alism that have not met the entire ap­ 
proval of the Episcopal church, but it 
is said this incident has not in any way 
directly or remotely influenced bis de­ 
cision to leave the field in which be has 
so long labored. 
Dr. Newton was born in Philadelphia 
in* 1840 and prepared for the ministry 
in the Episcopal Divinity school of that 
city. He was ordained deacon in 1860 
and priest in 1866. For a short time he 
was iii charge of Trinity church, Sha 
roo Springs, N. Y. Thence he went to 
Philadelphia to become rector of S t 
Paul’s church and in 1869 was called to 
All Fouls’ church. New York. 
Dr. Newton is probably the most pol­ 
ished pulpit orator in New York city 
Ile is forcible and eloquent, and bis 
style of diction is especially impressive. 
lie is six feet in height, of athletic, 
massive build, and in the long, flaring 
white robe that he canonically wears 
presents a most striking and pictur­ 
esque figure.

In Wall street. 
He Juggles millions 
with as much nonchalance us a magi 
clan manipulates a few coins. 
John 
W. Gates is tho man. There are many 
who believe he is destined to become 
tile king of that great center of finance. 
Not since the days of Jay Gould and 
Jim Fisk has any man created such a 
commotion as ho has aroused by his 
operations. 
His recent coup in Louis 


V ille and Nashville took the old timers 
completely by surprise, and the thrones 
of tho mighty were rocked to their 
foundations. 
Several years ago a small group of 
Chicago 
capitalists 
transferred 
the 
scene of their operations to New York 
and for the past three years have been 
an important and powerful factor in 
Wall street. John W. Gates is the di­ 
recting spirit of this group, which is 
known as the “Chicago clique.” 
As one of the chief figures in Ameri­ 
can Steel aud Wire he was a factor in 
the organization of the billion dollar 
steel trust, J. I*. Morgan’s pet enter­ 
prise. 
A story told In Wall street relates 
how Gates called on Morgan at the 
time the trust was organized and un­ 
folded to him his ambition to be one of 
Its officials. 
“Of course you know, Morgan,” Mr. 
Cutes is credited with saying, “I ex­ 
pect to he on the board of directors 
and also chairman of the executive 
committee.’' 
“Indeed!” gossip says Mr. Morgan 
made reply. “You are too modest. 
I 
can tell you now that you won’t be 
chairman of the executive committee. 
I am also able to inform you that you 
won’t he even a director.” 
And he wasn’t. Hut conditions have 
changed since then, and it is doubtful 
if Mr. Morgan would be so brusque 
with the redoubtable Gates ut the pres­ 
ent time.

Formerly he was 
one of the best trap and wing shots in 
the west, and be is an expert with the 
billiard cue. To his friends he is know*n 
as a Jolly, companionable man, who is 
always ready to appreciate and repay 
a favor. He is thoroughly devoted to 
his family. 
Mr. Gates is now at the age which 
for most men Is the height of business 
activity. It is by no means likely that 
he will rest on his laurels. 
At all 
events, he has demonstrated to the 
tpeculators of Wall street that b*** can 
teach them some things about their 
own game.

Darkened nests will do much to pre­ 
vent the egg eating habit. 
After dressing dip the fowls in hot 
and then cold water to make them 
plump. 
The scraps from the table soaked In 
sweet milk until soft make a good feed 
for young turkeys, especially during 
the summer. 
Dry picked poultry sells for a little 
more per pound than that which has 
been scalded on account of its superior 
flavor and more attractive appearance. 
Short legged fowls fatten quickly. 
Long legs are hard to fatten. Those 
which are first hatched fatten quickly 
in a brood. It is a safe rule to sell us 
soon as the fow l is in good marketable 
condition. 
Milk, either fresh or sour, buttermilk 
or skim milk, mixed with bread or In 
any otiier form, is excellent for all 
kinds of fowls. In many cases it will 
pay better to give the waste milk to 
fowls rather than to the hogs.

JIE stream of deliberative 
oratory which had been 
riving for lialf a century 
reached its high water 
mark in the eloquence of 
Daniel Webater. To trace the cause* 
of his pre-eminence has been the un­ 
dertaking of one biographer after 
another, with the repeated adm ission 
that the gift of a gen I un for public 
speech la the l*e*t explanation of Mi 
•urpasNlng powera. Certainly there were few artificial aids to bin success. 
A 
farm er’* boy attending the district ftcbool, Exeter academy and Dartmouth col­ 
lege in thoNcdayH m ight have gone back to the Turin without no much learning 
or cultivation as to make him useless, On the other hand, he received more 
than the other two of the trio with whom* names his own ii ulways a mo* lated, 
both of native endowm ent and of acquired education. 
Thcae poaaeaaiona he 
began to turn to account at an early day, first In the Inevitable Fourth of July 
oration which every town listened 
to once a year, Hanover, N. II., and Frye­ 
burg, Me., getting the benefit 
of IjIh 
earliest effort*, auch uh they were. 
Of 
them and thole whieh closely follow***! It can be said that they were better 
In promise than In performance and more suited bo tee inflated tope of tho 
Brat quarter of the century than to lt« close. It liras an age when annlveraary 
eloquence w as accustomed to me urn* tip v>itn wings na eagles. 
At the age of thirty-one h. was a* nt to congress. Ilia success In the larger 
domain of Htateiimnnaij(,i was soon a foregone conclusion. 
The greatness of 
bis Intellect find found Its adequate field, and to the principles w*hlch lie be­ 
lieved mon* important he devoted his energy and talent 
His comprehensive 
view s eta braced the welfare of tho entire nation. 
At tin* sam e time he 
attempted only that Which was attainable. 
On such a practical yet broud 
t'iknfi he stood for that which was national and permanent rather than sec­ 
tional ami temporary.

In the great debate with Hayne he mad** it clear to all that the nation Is 
greater than any stute and nil tim states together, a proposition whose truth 
was subsequently established. The occasion of the second reply was dramatic 
In the Interest which attended its delivery. 
The dignitaries of many nations 
and the notables of our own hail assembled to listen to the gn?at constitu­ 
tional lawyer and orator as he made what, all Iii all, is regarded as the great­ 
est speech of modern times, 
There Is no room here for even an outline of Its 
four hours of argument and illustration In defen se of the principles of th** con­ 
stitution. 
It w as characterised by fairings toward his opponent, but also by 
consciousness of strength In bls own position. He showed that the origin of this 
government and the source of Its [lower are with the people, anticipating Lin­ 
coln’s aphorism In these words, which place the originality of their first utter­ 
ance Where It belongs: "It Is, sir. the people’* constitution, th** People’s govern­ 
ment, made for the people, made by the people and answerable to the people.’’ 
The entire speech is full of profound reasoning. As be himself said of Samuel 
Dexter, but with deeper meaning: "Aloof from technicality and unfettered by 
artificial rule a question of constitutional law gave opportunity for that deep 
aud clear analysis, that mighty grasp of principle, which so much dlstln- 
guished his higher efforts. 
Ilia very statement wa* argument, his Inference 
seemed demonstration. 
The earnestness of his own conviction wrought con­ 
viction In others. One was convinced b*** aum** It w as gratifying and delightful 
to think and feel and believe In unison with an Intellect of such evident superi­ 
ority." 
This was truer of W ebster because he was the greater man. 
Th** 
direct ii eta <ff his purpose, the Irresistible sweep of his argument, his pervpleu- 
Ity and energy, his vigor of reasoning and felicity of diction, his calm state­ 
ment aud forceful appeal, th** power of his voice aud the ma I ('Sty of his pres­ 
ence combined to place him in the foremost ranks of eloquent men and crown 
him as the chief of American oralors. 
Halls of legislation have uot afforded the only opportunity for the exercise 
of oratorical gifts. 
An often us in them our great sh a k e rs luive found In 
civic occasions an Inspiration to noble aud patriotic sentiments. 
Such were 
the anniversaries of the landing of the pilgrims and of tho battle of Hunker 
HIU to Webster, and the orations pronounced by him were masterpieces of 
commemorative eloquence. 
These, however, were th** byproduct of bis ora­ 
torical genius. 


The man who made the occasional address almost the business of his life 
was Edward Everett. 
First of nil. be wa* a scholar, delivering lectures upon 
Dreck literature In Cambridge and Boston after tine** years’ residence ami 
study abroad. As editor of The North American Review lie did much to pro- 
mot** a sort of revival of learning period in the country. 
At the age of thirty 
he delivered before an Immense audience a characteristic address upon "Cir- 
cuuiKtunees Favorable to the Frogreas of Literature In America.’’ Contempo- 
rury testimony to the marvelous skill and imwer of the orator la strong. "The 
sympathies of the audience went with him as he painted in glowing hues tho

Elected to congress this very year, he became a frequent but not obtrusive

economic dilhculties. .1 would make annexation the reason for thase 
temporary reductions, its one purpose being to give tho Cuban peo­ 
ple an opportunity for deliberation and consideration unaffected by 
pending economic distress. 
I believe that in view of the fact that we have lately entered upon 
a policy of imperial expansion ,Cuba would naturally be reluctant 
to apply for annexation, fearing that her fate would be that of 
Porto Rico and tho Philippine Islands. There seems to me no’ ques­ 
tion that tho timo is opportune for extending such an invitation 
as I propose to tho Cuban people. 
It does not involve anything 
like coercion or force. 
It gives them ample time for deliberation. 
It is tho highest honor which tho United States could extend, and 
it is an honor which, in my opinion, would be accepted.
